When Technicality Bars Prose- 
cution of Bookmaker He 
Goes Back Home. 


MET JOCKEY ON’ TRAIN 


Joined: Him in $7500. Wager 
in Which He Says Tom 
Kearney Figured. 


Frank L. Murray of E! Paso, Tex., is 
$3000 richer in experience and poorer in 
money arfter taking one whirl at the 
handbook making game as it is con- 
ducted by Tom Kearney of 413 Walnut 
street, St. Louis, and 100 West Broad- 
way, East St. Louis. 

Murray tried to get an information 
against Kearney for being the custodian 
of money bet lon a race, but-as Murray 
had bet a $3000 draft instead of money, 
he was unable to prosecute the hana- 
book man. ad 

According to the police Murray ad- 
mitetd that he was a follower of the 
races, but he declared that he had been 
fleeced by three men. 

| Met “Jockey” en Train. 

Before leaving Texas, Murray went to 
the State National Bank 
draft on the Hatever National Bank of 
New York for $3000. It wad this draft’ 
that he lost on the best in St. Louis. 

When Murray started North he found, 
according to his Stéfy;a man named E. 
Marks and a jockey named Stephens in 
his coach. Mufray made a trip to 
Omaha. with the two men, and then 
came to St. Louis. 
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and bought a} 


According to the story, hé-told his at-} 


torney and the police, Marks and Ste- 
phens were very anxious to get him to 
place the $3000 on “‘Antonio’”’ or 
tor,” horses entered in a racejat El 
Paso. He said that Marks and Stephens 
offered to puc up the remainder of what 
was supposed to be a $7500 bet on the 
horses. 
Horses Ran Second and Third. 

When the details of the bet were ar- 
ranged, they called Kearney out of bed 
at 9 a. m., and they met him at his 
Walnut street stand. Murray indorsed 
the draft to one of his companions, who 
in turn indorsed it to Kearney. 

When the reports of the race reached 
St. Louis, Murray found that Antonio 
and Ventor had run second and third, 
respectively. It then dawned upon him 
that he had. been betting on another 
man's game. \ 

Murray employed a lawyer to prose- 
cute Kearney and Also to try to recover 
his money. He endeavored to have\pay- 
ment stopped on the draft, but was too 
late. Assistant Circuft Attorney Ross. 
kopf refused to issue a warrant against 
Kearney, because the statute specifies 
money instead of property, the equiv- 
alent of money or other valua®le thing. 

Murray Is isolated. 


With his lawyer, Murray then: went to 
East St. Louis to try to get a settle- 

ent out of Kearney. He found that 
Kearney had an inaccessible office over 
a livery stable at 100 West Broadway. 
and that nobody except the proprietor 
could get inside of it. 

Murray and the lawyer then got into 
communication with Kearney by tele- 
phone and persuaded him to come out 
of his effice. “He refused to make any 
settlement. He declared that he was 
running his bookmaking: business in 
East St. Louis, and that he could not 
be prosecuted under the Missouri laws. 

Assistant Circuit attoreny Rosskopf 
turned the case over to the Pelice De- 
partment. Detective Peter Wells was 
assigned to it. and made a compiete re- 
port of the betting transaction to Chief 
Creecy. 

The police say that Kearney has not 
been back to St. Louis since Murray 
tried to prosecute him. Murray told the 
detectives and his lawyer that he never 
“squealed”"’ when he lost what he con- 
sidered a legitimate bet. Murray ad- 
mitted that he was a gambler, and shid 
he thought he knew all about the. game 
as it is played on the races, but he con- 
fessed that Kearney. Marks and Steph- 
@ns taught him a few tricks he never 
heard ef before. 

Murray has returned to El Paso. The 
police do not know where Marks and 
Stephens went. Murray said he never 
did know whether he bet on Antonio or 
Ventor, but as neither won the race 
the matter was not important. He said 
Marks told him he bet on Antonio, while

Painter Loses SS bse Votes in 
Eleventh Ward, Loses 
Three in Twelfth. 


The recount of ballots in the contest 
for the office of lieutenant-governor was 
resumed Thursday morning, after hav- 
ing been suspended by the joint com- 
mittee of both, houses of the State Leg- 
isiature Monday night, when it showed 
a net gain .of 139 for Grielich in 10 
wards. This was reduced by the count 
Thursday ‘morning to 128 by the_count 
in 11 precincts of the Bleventh. Ward, 
Painter gaining 14 votes in those pre- 
cincts. 

Two precincts of the Twelfth Ward 
showed a net gain of three votes for 
Gmelich. 

The Bleventh Ward is heavily Repub- 
liean and Republican members of the 
committee say they expected to lose 
some votes there. 

Thureday morning the force at work 
counting the ballots was increased to 6 
clerks. They were assisted by 28 mem- 
bers of the committee. The increased 
force necessitated the removal of the 
hadquarters of the joint committee from 
the Election Commissioner’s office to 
Room 410 in the City Hall. While this 
will give more room for the count, it is 
suggested that the same precautions 
cannot be taken for the safety of the 
baliots, as they have to be carried up 
four floors to the room. 

The count is in charge of Senator Me- 
David of Green County for the Demé- 
crats, and Senator Gardner of St. Louis 
County for the Republicans. They €X-) 
pect to finish the work by Saturday 
night, but if they do not they will work 
the entire force all day Sunday. whe 
recount of the St. Louis. vote will de- 
cide the contest. If there is a large 
gain on either side it will be taken to: 
establish the fact that that or won 
the election. ,

Dec. 28 she telephoned to Nugent’s and, 
impersonating Mrs. Miller, said she 
would send her sister down to buy 
some things and wanted them charged 
to her. Miss Brandt purchased a suit 
and a petticeat and had them charged 
to Mrs. Miller. 

She bought an umbrella valued at $7.50 
from the ‘Scruggs store Jan. 6.

SALARIES OF PRESIDENT AND JUSTICES. 

The Senate bill raising the President’s salary to 
$100,000 is a measure which commends itself to 
the practical common sense of the country. 

At present the salary is $50,000, to which is 
added an allowance of $25,000 for traveling ex- 
penses. Yt ought to require no argument to con- 
vince intelligent men that the President’s salary 
should /be commensurate with the dignity of his 
: |great office and with the character of his duties. 

This measure shonld be followed by one rais- 
ing the salaries of the Federal Court judges. The 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court now receives 
$13,000 a year, the associate justices $12,500, which 
are wholly inadequate. 

The Federal courts require the very best legal 
talent qnd character in the country. The ques- 
tions there decided are the most far-reaching, 
affecting. directly or indirectly every interest, 
‘great and little, in the country. We cannot ex- 
pect to obtain this talent and character unless 
the compensation is sufficient to support the 
Judge in a social condition befitting his public 
character and enable him to exercise a provident 
cate of his family. It is not proposed to pay 
the judges as much as they can earn as counsel 
for great trusts and corporations. But they 
should not be required to worry lest they fail 
to make both ends treet. If their salaries were 
doubled they would not be unreasonable or un-

The 
President is deeply interested in this case, and 
those charged with the prosecution realize that 
they will earn his gratitude if their efforts 
are successful. 


The Chicago Inter Ocean, another 
stanch Republican newspaper, declares 
editorially that ‘“‘the real complainant, 
though he brings his action in the name 
of the United States, is Theodore Roose- 
velt.”” The evidence in Mr. Roosevelt's 
special message to Congress would 
alone be sufficient’ to prove) that this is 
@ personal proceeding on his part 


against The World undertaken for pur-, 


poses of private and political revenge. 

The real offense of The World is that 
for years it has been an uncompromising 
leader of the Democratic opposition 
against Mr. Roosevelt's jingoism, mili- 
tarism, lawlessness, violence, centraliza- 
tion and cowboy government. 

Mr. Roosevelt's grievances against 
this newspaper are numerous and note- 
worthy.

A movement to create a through inde- 
pendent telephone trunk line from Bos- 
ton to Omaha and Lincoln, Neb., in- 
cluding St. Louis, will be discussed at 
the meeting of the Conference Com- 
mittee of the Indenendent Telephone 
Conmipanies at the Hotel Bellevue in 
Boston Saturday. St. Louis interests 
will be prominent in the big consolida- 
tion if it goes through. 

Herman C. Stifel of St. Louis is one 
of the promoters of the enterprise and 
Max Koehler, vice-president and chair- 
man of the $6,000,000 Detroit Home and 
$15,000,000 Interstate Long-Distance Na- 
tional Independent System of West Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania and Ohio, is an- 
other. Koehler is one of the most prom- 
inent independent telephone men in the 
country. ngs 

The project was first put on foot last 
May and at once aroused the interest 
of independent telephone men all over 
the country. The. independent ex- 
changes and long distance lines have 
been awaiting an opportunity to get to- 
gether for long through service and 
they regard the proposal to be discussed 
at Boston as one of the biggest steps 
yet taken toward what they regard as 
the goal of the independent lines. 

St. Louis men have long been recog- 
nized as a power among the independent 
telephone systems of the country, St. 
Louis financiers being heavily interest- 
ed in some of the biggest institutions 
of the kind now doing business in the 
country, East and West. 

The men who will meet at Boston will 
represent directly an investment of 
$200,000,000 and indirectly the entire in- 
dependent telephone industry of the 
country, an investment of $400,000,000, and 
operating 4,000,000 telephones. 

This committee. meets at fixed periods 
to discuss matters of broad interest to 
the industry. Its membership takes in 
the country as far west as Nebraska, as 
far south as the gulf, as far north as 
Minnesota. Its deliberations play an im- 
portant part in telephone operations dur- 
ing the coming year. 


12.000 Separate Concerns, 
The independent organizations “of the 


country today, after little more than 
ten years’ active effort, comprise some 
12,000 separate companies, large and 
small, with 600,000 security holders, Those 
companies give service through 20,000 ex- 
changes, which are closely united. for 
the most part, by toll and long distance 
Hines. 

The conference committee is not part 
of the International Independent Tele- 
phone Association, nor any of its com- 
mittees, but it co-operates with that 
body. The association as such, will be 
represented at the meeting*by its presi- 
dent, E. BH.

Mr. Hubbell is presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Telephone and 
Telegraph Co., which owns the Fron- 
tier Telephone Co. of Buffalo ‘and the
